It 
is stated that Senator Root is also 
studying the testimony as Borah has 
done.

Mr. Borah has reached the conclu- 


sion that there Is no warrant for the 
lliidings of;-the sub-committee that 
the title of Lorimer "has 
not been 


shown to be invalid by the use or em- 
'Jloyment of corrupt methods or prac- 
tices." He has. determined that if no 
minority .report is made he will Intro- 
duce such a. resolution himself and 
head the light against Lorlmer on the 
floor of the senate, 


The resolution Will precipitate the 


bitterest kind of a struggle, and will 
mark a division in the senate that will 
follow no political lines or leaders. 
Senator Burrows, a Republican, and 
Senator Bailey, a Democrat, 
share 


the responsibility for the committee's 
report, but neither can command 
anything like t~e full strength of his 
party on a vote on its acceptance by 
the senate.

Tha statement by Borah, who is 


\perhaps as good a lawyer as can be 
fou'nd in the' senate, that the report 
of the committee is not borne out by 
the testimony whicn the committee la 
presumed to have read, places the 
senate Inquisitors In a somewhat .un- 
comfortable position.
